Of this amount $500,- 
M)(),000 waw spent in local advertis­ 
ing, the remaining $250,000,000 re ­ 
presenting the amount spent in a d ­ 
vertisements of national circulation. 
These figures show something of 
the faith that the American 
busi­ 
ness man has in the value of news­ 
paper advertising. This form of pub­ 
licity must pay, or the 
advertisers 
would not be spending three-quar­ 
ters of a billion dollars annually on 
it. The keen business leaders of A- 
meriea do not put money in losing 
vent lines. 
It is doubly significant that two- 
thirds of this great sum, a halt bil­ 
lion dollars vent into the* so-called 
local newspapers, while only 
one-

FEDERAL GRAND JURY ACTS

Three County Officials, Operators of 


Resorts and Highjackers Among 


The Accused 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 22—(U.PJ— 


The existence of a gigantic conspir- 
acy, at V'mcennes, Ind-., to violate the 
national prohibition laws-was charg- 
ed in the report of a federal grand 
jury to Judge Baltzell 
in 
federal 


court here today. 


Sixty-three persons were indicted 


for violations of the 
prohibition 


laws or conspiracy to violate them. 


Three county officials, 
operators 


of roadhouses and resorts, bootleg- 
gers and hijackers were among the 
persons against whom true 
bills 


were returned. 


The alleged conspiracy is said by 


federal authorities to be the largest 
uncovered in Indiana since the Gary 
booze conspiracy case three years 
ago when high officials 
of Lake 


county and Gary were sent to pris- 


K. 
Trial of the persons in the con- 


spiracy case will bring out stories of 
the most corrupt practices not only 
among 'bootleggers and the criminal 
element but also among reputable 
persons and bovs and girls of high 
school age, district attorney Ward 
sail'. 


Twenty-five persons among those 


indicted .were charged with conspir- 
acy to violate the prohibition laws. 
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compiled by Earl F. Priest, county 
assessor, and transmitted 
to 
the 


state board of tax 
commissioners. 


Mr. Priest completed the report late 
Thursday. 


The total assessed value of per-
